A New PER for the French 
Throne. 


There seems to be no end to the calam- 
ities that are to befall poor France. 
Hardly has that unfortunate country got 
rid of Louts NAPoLEoN, whose mis- 
fortunes have brought her to the 
verge of ruin, when half a dozen 
birds of prey appear on the scene, ready 
to seize on the fair land even before it is 
out of the Lauds of a conquering foe. 
W hile Orleanists, Bonapartists, Bourbon- 
ists, Red Republicans and Liberals are at 
present creating dissensions in France, 
wilich make her an easy prey to the relent- 
less Prussians, and edch of them is calcu- 
lating, scheming and intriguing to take 
possession of what will be left of the 
country after peace has been concluded 
with the foreign foes, another claimant 
for the French tlirone has loomed up on the 
political horizon—a claimant who, it he is 
able to prove his’ agsertions, must, indeed, 
be looked upon as the only “legitimate” 
King of France, according to what King 
Wriu1aM and the other monarchs of Eu- 
rope have asserted to be the divine right 
ol kings.

XVIL., the eldest son of Louis XVI. and 
MaRkiz ANTOINETTE, who was supposed 


to haye died in the Temple prison of 


Paris. Many persons have always be- 
lieved that the poor little Prince did not 
die there as was stated, but that he had 
been secretly spirited away and placed in 
the hands of a poor family, who had kept 
lim im ignorance of his exalied birth. His 
uncles, Lovis XVIII. and Cuaries X., 
who had al] to gain by a suppression oé 
the real facts, were supposed to be in the 
plot, and to pay the aforesaid family liber- 
rally for deceiving the Prince, who passed 
for their son, and for keeping the secret 
from the world at large. However that 
may be, there were certainly many very 
mysterious circumstances connected with 
the sudden disappearance of the young 
Dauphin, and this mystery which over- 
hangs his asserted death has given rise to 
innumerable stories in regard to the mat- 
ter. The facts as they are accepted by 
history are that the young Prince, 
after the execution of his father, Lovts 
XVI., had been proclaimed Kéng of 
France, under the name ot Lovrs XVIL, 
by his uncle the Count of Provence, then a 
retugee in Germany and leader of the 
French emigres. As such he was recog- 
bized by most of the courts of Europe, by 
the leaders of the Vendeans in the western 
provinces of France and by the insurgents 
in the south of France. All these demon- 
strations, as well as several unsuccessful 
attempts which were made by the Royal- 
ists to rescue him from the hands of the 


Jacobins, who had li@ld hMn in the prison of | 
the Temple ever since the fatal 10th of | 
2, when the people ot Parishad | 
stormed the Tuileries and took Locts |

XVI. and his family prisoners—all these 
demonstrations, we say, irritated 
alarmed tke republican government. On 
the 3d of July, 1793, at a late hour of the 
night, the poor little King was forcibly 
torn from his mother’s arms, and, scream- 
ing with terror, carried to another wing of 
the Temple. Here he was placed in 
charge af a brutal and debased sans-cu- 
lotte, a cobbler, named AnTorne Simon, 


manner that his evident purpose was to 
kill him without actually doing the deed 
at once. All aldhe in hiscell, by day and 
by night, the poor.’.ttle scion of royalty 
had nothing to amuse him or to pass his 
time; no exercise and no fresh air. Some 
of the vilest food and drink was occasion- 
ally placed in his room through the half- 
opened door, Hecould not even wash 
himself. His bed was not made up for 
mary montbs, and his shirt, his clothes

his shoes were not ehenaed for years wad: 
fell in tatters from his person. 

At length this treatment had the desired 
effect. ‘Through prolonged inactivity, his. 
little body became stiff and paralyzed, and . 
trom terror, grief, and horrible monotony 
his mind began to wander. Being called 
up as witness by the Jacobin leaders to 
testify against bis mother, some of his re- 
ples were perverted to a revolting accuse 
tiop against her. This made him take the 
resolution to be utterly silent, and he car. 
ried it out in spite of all blows and threats 
that were used to make him speak. From 
that time he sat or lay in his cell without 
uttering a syllable, without shedding a 
tear, looking with a vacant eye at the rats 
and the other vermin which infested his 
cell in great numbers, and ran over his 
body without his giving a sign of life. 
This horrible state of affairs lasted till July, 
1794, when the brute Srwon, together with 
the leaders of the Jacobins, RoBESsPIERRE, 
CovTHon and St. Just, was executed on 
the same guillotine from which had flowed 
torrents of the best blood of the nation. 
Lovis was now given in charge of men 
who had some spark of human feeling lett 
in their breasts, although he was still re- 
tained in solitary confinement and not per- 
mitted to see his sister, who was also im- 
trisoned in the Temple. But it was too 
late. The terrible maltreatment had shat- 
tered bis delicate constitution, and a phy- 
sician, who was called to see him, at length, 
in May, 1795, pronounced him dying ol 
serofula. On the 8th of June the unfor 
tunate boy expired ia the arms o/ his 
keeper, LASNE, and on the next day his 
body was identified and certified to by four 
members of the‘Committee of Public Safe- 
ty and by twenty officials of the Temple. 
A post mortem examination was made by 
four well-known physicians. On the day 
atter the remains were buried secretly in 
the Cemetery of St. Marguerite, and all 
traces of his grave caretully obliterated. 

This story, corroborated, as it seems to 
be, by the evidence of a good many per- 
sons, has never been believed generally, 
and particularly in France it met with a 
great deal of incredulity. It was alleged 
that the rea] prince had been abducted by 
the :agents of the Count of Provence 
(Louis XVIII.), and that the committee of 
ealety had expused another dead child in 
bis place. The Count ‘ot Provence, the 
next heir to the French throne, had every- 
thing to gain by this lie, and had placed 
the young prince in the hands of persons 
on whose secrecy he could depend. Many 
persons took advantage of this version ot 
ihe story, and quite a number of pretenders 
to his name have made their appearance 
at various times. Among the more promi- 
nent of them were in France a tailor's son 
named HERVAGANT, who died in 1812, in 
prison, and BRuNgEav, who was sent to 
prison in 1820. We have bad one of them 
here im America, the Rey. ELeazer 
WriiiaMs, a’hali-breed Indian, who died 
in 1859. /

Among others it con- 
tains an extract from the Register of 
Deaths of the city of Delft, in Holland, 
where, according to many witnesses, some 
of whom are filling important political po- 
sitions, the Duke of Normandy (Louis 
XVII.) has been living under the assumed 
name of CHARLES WILLIAM NAUNDORFF, 
and which extract testifies that he died 
there on the 10th of August, 1845. Added 
to this is the marriage certificate of the 
alleged Lovis XVIL. and the certificate of 
the birth of his son,

KARL BLIND. 


What is the National Policy oi Ger- 
many on the Eastern Question. 

In ap article on the Eastern question, en- 
titlea “A Critical Moment,’ which has ap- 
peared in the Neue Freie Presse, Kari Blind 
makes some remarks which deserves atten- 
tion. After acknowledging that ey 
voice has been on the side of Germany duri 
the last few months, though her neutrality 
has, as regards the export of arms, left muc 
to be desired, Karl Bind says: 

England has vot done inthis war that 
which, in a great measure, may be considered 
ber own interest, and which, moreover, would 
have been as a clear prooi "of friendship for 
Germany. Are we, then, on that account, to 
do the Russans, in a new Eastern question, 
a favor tor which Germany would herse!f have 
to sufferin the end? A thought like this 
cau ot erise in the head of a thivking poli- 
ticlan, The policy of petty revenge, o of self- 
injury to the assuagement of wounded feel- 
ings, is no policy atall. IfGermany does not 
mean fo grow her policy exclusively in the 
sand of the Uckermark she must take care pot 
to allow the overgrown Muscovite empire once 
more to assume a domineering position in the 
Orient. Germany bas interests as much on 
the Danube as on the Rhine and the Elbe, in 
the Adriatic, and thereby in the Mediterra- 
Lean, as well as in the North Sea and the Bul- 
i 'Panslavism, whose protector Russia is, 
tas to be op by Germany, were it only 
on sccouat of the Czechian conclave in our 
own territory. To,cover Turkey until that 
empire can be reformed in a sense of liberty 
advantageous to Europe against Russian en- 
croachments, to reserve Hungary from the 
Panslavic embrace, that is Germany’s patural 
policy. Rather o open a way for Russia 
to Constantinople, it would be for German 


interest to restore Polish independence, All 
these interests are at the same time those of 
England, or Europe,and we may well say of 
freedom at lurge. This we will recollect in 
the present crisis. If all Germany stands to- 
gether in this qucstion the Russian cloud, 
which at this momentis only as big as a man’s 
hand, will soon dissolve. But it we heaitate, 
ihe resistance of the French will be prolonged, 
for they will hope that In consequence of the

“Having passed several years of sea life 
portion of my voyages have been spent in 
the Atlantic ocean, especially in the 
of the northeast trade winds, whe 
tion of them sweétps over a breadth o 
ocean and sea, on a track over one thou- 
sand miles wide of latitude, and a length 
of over four thousand miles of longitude, 
reaching from Africa to Mexico, crossing 
the West India Islands and a portion of 
Florida. 

“While cruising in this belt, off the coast 
of Africa, I often experienced a warm, 
dry wind, from the desert, always accom- 
panied with a fine yellow dust, as light, 
apparently,as smoke, which I have known 
to extend a third of the way across the 
ocean, and so dense at times as to make 
the navigation dangerous around the 
islands off the coast; while the heat of the 
desert winds converted into ocean trades 
was often scorching to vegetation on 
shore, besides causing a great evaporation 
on that part of the ocean, probably the 
greatest ever taken from any other portion 
of the globe. While crusing in the longi- 
tude of forty-five degrees west, in mid- 
ocean, the atmosphere would become so 
loaded with moisture it was often impos- 
sible to see whales spout, even when their 
backs were visible from the deck; the 
atmosphere and spouts being so near alike 
in density and temperature, making it 
impossible to keep run of them, a difficulty

The Cause of Sex. 


The theory (says the Medical and Sur- 
gical Journal )that temporary and accident- 
al conditions lead to the decision of sex 
has lately received a remarkable elucida- 
tion by the botanical researches of Mr. 
Thomas Meehan. This gentleman, at the 
meeting of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, last year, 
read a paper on the laws governing sex in 
plaints, in which the theory was propound- 
ed that only the highest grades of vitality 
produce the female sex. This year he has 
shown how imperfect nutrition affected 
the lower vitality in favor of the male sex. 
He exhibited. specimens of the common 
sweet chestnut, showing that there were 
two classes of male blossoms on this tree. 
Oneclass appeared inthe axils ofthe 
leaves on the weakbranches. These were 
the numerous white catkins we are all so, 
familiar with on the chestnut tree. They 
usually fall before the last class opened, 
and probably had little to do with the fer- 
tilization of the female flowers. The fe- 
male flowers only appeared from very vig- 
orous branches. These bore only two or 
three female flowers, and then, if any 
matter was to be spared, continued on a 
weak male spike. tt the tree is weakened 
in any manner, this last class of male 
flowersis not formed, all of this material 
then being required to form the chestnuts. 
When weakness it still greater, no female 
flowers are at all borne, but all male ones. 
Thisis the reason why chestnuts are so 
scarce in some years. He exhibited 
leaves from a large chestnut tree which 
had always borne heavily, but only male 
flowers this year. The leaves were ofa 
mottled yellow and green tint, showing 
that its nutritive powers were out of or-
